GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  health  of  employees  and  nonemployees  in  the  Canal  Zone  and 
terminal  cities  has  continued  good. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  admission  and  noneffective  rates 
of  employees  over  those  of  the  preceding  month  and  the  correspond- 
ing month  of  last  year,  due  chiefly  to  the  prevalence  of  influenza, 
which  in  some  districts  has  been  mildly  epidemic. 
to  No  disease  of  a  quarantine  nature  originated  on  or  was  brought 
to  the  Isthmus  during  the  month. 

One  bubonic  plague  suspect  was  removed  from  the  steamship 
Florence  Luckenbach  from  Chilean  and  Peruvian  ports,  and  kept  un- 
der observation  until  laboratory  investigation  proved  it  negative* 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Employees. 

The  following  statistics  are  based  upon  the  total  number  of  names 
appearing  on  the  pay  rolls  of  The  Panama  Canal,  and  the  Panama 
Railroad  Co.  for  the  preceding  month,  which  was  33,927. 

Admissions  to  hospitals  and  quarters  numbered  1,079,*  a  rate  of 
381.64,  as  compared  with  303.59  for  the  preceding  month,  and  285.45 
for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year. 

Deaths  from  all  causes  numbered  19;  of  these  17  were  from  disease, 
giving  a  rate  of  6.01,  as  compared  with  2.05  for  the  preceding  month, 
and  3.49  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year. 

1  AH  morbidity  and  mortality  rates  are  computed  as  equivalent  annual  per  1,000. 
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The  constantly  noneffective  rate  was  9.27,  as  compared  with  8.81 
for  the  preceding  month,  and  8.59  for  the  corresponding  month  of 
last  year. 

The  admission  rate  for  malaria,  hospitals  and  quarters,  was  9.90, 
as  compared  with  4.11  for  the  preceding  month,  and  10.47  for  the  cor- 
responding month  of  last  year.  The  constantly  noneffective  rate 
was  0.25,  the  same  as  for  the  preceding  month,  as  compared  with  0.26 
for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year. 

Diseases  causing  the  highest  admission  rates  to  hospitals,  in  the 
order  of  their  numerical  importance,  were:  (1)  Venereal  diseases, 
(2)  influenza,  (3)  malaria,  (4)  bronchitis,  and  (5)  organic  diseases  of 
the  heart.  These  five  diseases  caused  33  per  cent  of  all  admissions 
to  hospitals;  venereal  diseases  alone  causing  12  per  cent  of  total  ad- 
missions, and  malaria  §  per  cent. 

There  were  no  admissions  from  typhoid  fever  during  the  month 
as  against  one  for  the  preceding  month  and  none  for  the  correspond- 
ing period  of  last  year. 

By  race:  For  disease  only,  the  admission  rate  to  hospital  and  the 
death  rate  for  white  employees  were  357.56  and  2.54,  respectively, 
as  compared  with  244.95  and  0  for  the  preceding  month  and  276.13 
and  2.58  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  For  black  em- 
ployees, for  disease  only,  the  admission  rate,  to  hospital  and  the 
death  rate  were  94.12  and  6.57,  respectively,  as  compared  with 
77.73  and  2.38  for  the  preceding  month  and  64.95  and  3.63  for  the 
corresponding  month  of  last  year. 

The  constantly  noneffective  rates  were  20.70  for  white  and  7.42 
for  colored  employees. 

The  admission  rate  to  hospitals  and  quarters  for  malaria  was  30.43 
for  whites  and  6.57  for  blacks  as  compared  with  a  rate  of  17.50  for 
whites  and  1.59  for  blacks  for  the  preceding  month  and  20.64  for 
whites  and  8.87  for  blacks  for  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year. 

One  death  occurred  among  American  employees  during  the  month 
as  against  none  for  the  preceding  month  and  none  for  the  correspond- 
ing month  of  last  year. 

CANAL  ZONE. 

The  population  of  the  Canal  Zone  (employees,  nonemployees,  and 
soldiers),  according  to  the  police  census  of  June,  1916  is  31,048. 
From  this  population  26  deaths  occurred  during  the  month,  23  of 
which  were  from  disease,  giving  a  rate  of  8.89  as  compared  with 
7.34  for  the  preceding  month  and  9.45  for  the  corresponding  month 
of  last  year. 

Of  the  deaths  from  disease,  39  per  cent  occurred  among  children 
under  5  years  of  age  as  compared  with  47  per  cent  for  last  month. 

Fifty- two  births  were  reported  during  the  month,  giving  a  rate  of 
20.10;  of  these  births  19  were  white  and  33  colored. 

Seven  deaths  occurred  among  children  under  1  year  of  age,  1 
white  and  6  colored,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate,  based  on  the 
number  of  births  reported  for  the  month,  of  53  for  white  and  182  for 
colored  children,  with  a  general  average  of  135.  _ 

Of  the  total  births  reported  5  per  cent  were  stillbirths. 


PANAMA   CITY. 

The  population  of  the  city,  according  to  the  census  of  December, 
1915,  is  60,778;  this  includes  more  than  10,000  employees  of  The 
Panama  Canal.  From  this  population  131  deaths  occurred  during 
the  month,  127  of  which  were  from  disease,  giving  a  rate  of  25.07 
as  compared  with  23.30  for  the  preceding  month  and  26.06  for  the 
corresponding  month  of  last  year. 

Of  the  total  deaths  from  disease,  45  per  cent  occurred  among 
children  under  5  years  of  age  as  compared  with  58  per  cent  for  last 
month.

Two  hundred  and  twenty-three  births  were  reported  during  the 
month,  giving  a  rate  of  44.03.  Forty-five  deaths  occurred  among 
children  under  1  year  of  age,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate,  based 
on  the  number  of  births  reported  for  the  month,  of  202. 

Of  the  total  births  reported  4  per  cent  were  stillbirths. 

COLON. 

The  population  of  Colon,  according  to  the  census  of  December, 
1915,  is  24,693,  including  over  5,000  employees  of  The  Panama  Canal. 
From  this  population  48  deaths  occurred  during  the  month;  47  of 
which  were  from  disease,  giving  a  rate  of  22.84  due  to  disease  alone, 
as  compared  with  17.49  for  the  preceding  month  and  24.29  for  the 
corresponding  month  of  last  year. 

Of  the  deaths  from  disease,  the  percentage  occurring  among 
children  under  5  years  of  age  was  30,  as  compared  with  44  for  the 
preceding  month.

Seventy-six  births  were  reported,  giving  a  rate  of  36.93.  Twelve 
deaths  occurred  among  children  under  1  year  of  age,  giving  an  infant 
mortality  rate,  based  on  the  number  of  births  reported  for  the  month, 
of  158. 

Of  the  total  births  reported,  4  per  cent  were  stillbirths. 
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DIVISION   OF   HOSPITALS. 
Ancon  Hospital. 

The  average  number  of  patients  constantly  in  the  hospital  proper 
during  the  month  was  461,  as  compared  with  454  for  the  preceding 
month  and  429  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  The 
average  length  of  stay  in  hospital  for  each  employee  admitted  was 
19.68  days. 

The  new  concrete  admitting  office  and  dispensary  building  was 
formally  occupied  May  8.  Building  335,  which  was  evacuated  as 
admitting  office  and  dispensary,  was  razed  by  hospital  labor.  All 
material  possible  was  saved  and  shipped  to  Corozal  Hospital  for 
future  use. 

Building  334,  gold  bachelor  sleeping  quarters,  was  simultaneously 
evacuated,  but  no  disposition  had  been  made  of  building  at  the  end 
of  month. 

Statistical  charts  are  shown  under  Tables  VII,  VIII,  and  XIII. 

Corozal  Hospital. — The  average  number  of  insane  patients  con- 
stantly cared  for  during  the  month  was  348,  as  compared  with  341 
for  the  preceding  month  and  277  for  the  corresponding  month  of 
last  year. 

During  May,  16  patients  were  admitted,  2  died,  and  7  were  dis- 
charged. 

Board  of  health  laboratory. — Xo  work  other  than  routine  was  re- 
ported during  the  month.     (See  Table  XIII.) 

Chronic  ward. — The  average  number  of  chronic  patients  cared  for 
during  the  month  was  25.39.  During  May,  there  were  4  discharges 
and  no  admissions. 

Colon  Hospital. 

There  were  constantly  cared  for  in  the  hospital  during  the  month 
44.91  patients  as  compared  with  43  for  the  preceding  month,  and  35 
for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  The  average  length  of 
stay  in  hospital  for  each  employee  admitted  was  9.53  days. 

Statistical  charts  are  shown  under  Tables  VII,  VIII,  and  XIV. 

Palo  Seco  Leper  Asylum. 

The  number  of  patients  constantly  cared  for  during  the  month 
was  65.24,  as  compared  with  64.73  for  the  preceding  month,  and 
58.54  for  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year.  Two  patients  were 
admitted  to  the  asylum  during  the  month,  with  two  deaths  and  one 
discharge  among  the  patients. 

The  infirmary  had  five  admissions  and  two  discharges  during  the 
month.  The  arrangement  of  two  wards,  one  for  males  and  one  for 
females,  in  this  building,  is  working  very  satisfactorily,  and  is  a 
much  needed  improvement.  The  new  ward  building,  No.  23,  was 
completed  during  the  month,  with  the  exception  of  screening  and 
plumbing.  The  chapel  was  moved  a  distance  of  about  35  feet  and 
placed  on  a  direct  line  with  the  women  patients'  dormitory.    The 


space  formerly  occupied  by  the  chapel  will  be  graded  and  planted 
in  grass  and  flowers.  Pumping  to  the  tank  for  the  military  signal 
station  was  resumed  during  the  month,  and  this  station  is  now  being 
supplied  with  about  300  gallons  of  water  daily. 

Santo  Tomas  Hospital. 

During  May  1,452  patients  were  treated  in  the  hospital,  as  com- 
pared with  1,246  for  the  preceding  month,  and  1,348  for  the  corre- 
sponding month  of  last  year.  The  average  daily  number  of  patients 
treated  was  459,  as  compared  with  410  for  the  preceding  month,  and 
438  for  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year.  The  total  number  of 
days'  treatment  was  14,229  as  compared  with  12,705  for  last  month. 

During  the  month  71  deaths  occurred  at  the  institution,  with  (1) 
tuberculosis,  (2)  diarrhea  and  enteritis,  and  (3)  pneumonia  the  chief 
causes  in  the  order  named.

DIVISION   OF  SANITATION. 

The  following  table  shows  the  average  weekly  admission  rate  fronx 
malaria  among  employees  to  both  hospitals  and  quarters  during  the 
month  of  May,  the  percentages  being  based  on  the  ratio  of  the  num- 
ber of  admissions  from  each  district  to  the  total  number  of  employees 
residing:  therein:

The  various  districts  have  been  maintained  in  good  condition. 
All  work  of  a  permanent  nature  is  being  discontinued  for  the  time 
being,  due  to  the  advent  of  the  rainy  season,  and  the  undivided 
energies  of  the  sanitary  force  applied  to  the  proper  maintenance  and 
treatment  of  mosquito-breeding  areas  and  other  urgent  sanitary  work.

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The  special  rat  catching  work  in  Balboa,  started  May  8,  is  pro- 
ceeding satisfactorily,  though  the  total  catch  has  been  lighter  than 
anticipated.  Factors  governing  the  work  have  been  the  greater  or 
less  accumulation  of  various  kinds  of  material  and  equipment  in 
connection  with  the  building  work  in  Balboa  and  the  considerable 
amount  of  food  material  available  for  rats,  both  ashore  and  floating 
on  the  surface  of  the  water  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  docks. 
Measures  are  being  taken  to  reduce  these  opportunities  for  food  and 
harborage  in  addition  to  constant  effort  to  improve  the  technique 
of  the  rat  trapping  work  proper.

Colon. 

The  mosquito  catch,  which  had  shown  no  anopheles  since  February 
20  of  this  year,  is  now  beginning  to  show  this  genus.  This  has  par- 
ticular reference  to  areas  contiguous  to  Mindi  swamp  and  Emiliani's 
pasture.  The  latter  mentioned  sections  are  beyond  the  limits  of 
sanitated  districts  but  in  certain  seasons  of  the  year,  when  prevailing 
winds  are  favorable,  these  sections  are  responsible  for  all  anopheles 
in  the  district. 

The  rate  for  tuberculosis  shows  14  cases  reported  for  May,  against 
7  for  April.  This  is  attributed  to  the  advance  of  the  rainy  season, 
with  the  necessarily  frequent  exposure  of  the  men,  their  working  and 
sleeping  in  wet  clothing,  and  the  like.

QUARANTINE  TRANSACTIONS. 

The  routine  work  of  the  quarantine  division  was  carried  on  without 
special  incident  during  the  month.  >  In  accordance  with  the  new 
immigration  law,  undesirables  awaiting  deportation  have  been  de- 
tained at  the  police  stations.  The  master  of  one  vessel  was  arrested 
for  violation  of  the  immigration  law  and  his  case  will  be  tried  in 
June. 

There  were  five  deaths  among  the  Government  cattle  on  the  old 
pasture  areas  in  the  vicinity  of  Mount  Hope;  the  probable, cause  of 
these  deaths  was  anthrax.
